Although the After-Final amendment with corrections can perhaps overcome the 112 second paragraph issue, it introduces new limitation 
that changes the scope of the claim and will require further search and/or consideration. Claims 18-20 seem to be in better dependent 
form however still not presented in such a way to better place the application in allowance form. 
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
